On 8/2/68 ME 338-R (Ghetto) orally advised SA 
WILLIAM H. LAWRENCE as follows: 



The "Young Turk" group of SCLC headed by CHARLES 
MONGER, WILLIAM RUBIN, GEORGE W. TROTTER, and BISHOP TROTTER 
is behind the scenes putting the heat on white Memphis 
businessmen for donations to SCLC. There is a very 
definite veiled threat inherent therein, in that these 
solicitors are giving the impression that if the respective 
businessmen do not contributie, serious economic boycotts 
and picketing of their businesses will ensue. Main targets 
are those businessmen doing large amounts of business with 
Negro customers. 

Informant has reliably learned^that WILLIAM IX)EB

SCLC will use the Methodist CME Church on South 
side of South Parkway East, just west of Lauderdale, for 
its basic headquarters during the SCLC convention. 
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
